coast towns and, believe me, not half 

enough has been said about the rod 
benders you can find within a few putt- 
putts of a power launch from these Gulf 
ports. 

You can tie into everything from tar- 
pon to hammerhead sharks with the 
greatest of ease. The only reason I didn't 
take a tarpon was because they took me 


I: just completed a round of Texas 


‘| first. I am half convinced that tarpon 


gather in schools for the express purpose 
of teaching their offspring from baby- 
hood how to bust up anglers’ tackle. I 
even suspect that tarpon -tackle is -es- 
pecially designed to break before you 
can land one of the monsters. 

We headed south to Houston over 
that fast smooth Highway 59 from Tex- 
arkana. We found most of the main high- 
ways good throughout the South, how- 
ever, and a trip to this part of the Gulf 
Coast should certainly include New 
Orleans and Highway 87 from Port 
Arthur to Galveston over the Old Span- 
ish Trail. We found excellent tourist 
cabins along the way for as little as $3.50 
per night and enjoyed good dinners at 
80 cents upward, Prices are lower in the 
South. 

At Galveston we found innumerable 


charter boats which take you to th 
outer banks for kingfish, red snappe 
ling and other deep sea varieties. Th 
Buccaneer Hotel, one of a chain in Ga 
veston under the same ownership, hi 
the best of rooms at $4 to $7 per day 
Arrangements can be made through th 
hotel management to join fishing partic 
for as little as $10 per day includin 
tackle. Galveston, besides being one ¢ 
the best starting points for kingfish a1 
glers, is just about tops as an entertai1 
ment center for the entire family. 

We found Freeport, our next sto 
down the coast, to be as good a startin 
point for kingfishing as Galveston. An 
in the Brazos River we trolled for tarpe 
to the tune of a half-dozen strikes for on 
party in one day. You catch frequet 
glimpses of the big fish rolling in tk 
river and this keeps your interest an 
expectation at high pitch throughout th 
day.

The 
Magnolia Beach Hotel has comfortable 
rooms at $4 to $6 per day, good meals 
and complete fishing facilities plus cabins 
at $3 to $5 per day. Dick Turpen, the 
proprietor, operates a house boat pro- 
viding all comforts for guests when he 
takes them fishing for trout and red fish 
from 6 A.M. to 11 A.M. at a cost of $3 
per day per person. He also rents row- 
boats at $1 per day and motors at $2. 
His guests have a wide range of duck 
and quail shooting territory along the 
beach afd safe sand beaches in the shal- 
low water of Matagorda Bay are popular 
with children and grownups for bathing. 

Best time for tarpon fishing is June 
and July although some nice fish are 
taken right on through the summer and 
as late as October. There’s no license re- 
quired for salt water fishing in Texas.

The reall 
strange part we unearth when we tak 
a closer look at the cat next door.

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mtrolled neither by the law, the ex- 
snse of licensing, nor by owner-respon- 
bility.

he cat has always enjoyed a freedom 
om enforced birth control unknown to 
iy other domestic animal, yet it is the 
ast useful of any creature mankind 
is ever tamed. 

Some time ago I began wondering 
out cats and their effect on conserva- 
mm. I was not especially interested in 
e destruction-of song birds, for these 
ecies enjoy full protection by law, and 
are fairly well able to take their 
ances in the general fight for survival. 
it game birds are something else again. 
ould it be that cats bear any important 
lationship to the lack or abundance of 
me birds? Let me tell you a true story 
it of my own observation. 


WHE PLACE is a farming area in south- 
- ern Michigan, It would be difficult to 
id a farmer in this section who does 
t keep one or several cats. It may sur- 
ise you to learn this, but though cats 
2 reputed to be top-notch rat killers, 
has been proved many times that with 
exception of a small percentage of 
pecially “brave” cats their influence 
on the rat population is so small as 
be almost meaningless. It is true, of 
urse, that cats do kill a large number 
mice, but it is also true that traps are 
ich more efficient. And if for every 
use a cat kills, it also kills a weed- 
sd eating song bird, its benefits are 
tirely cancelled. 

The first farm that I contacted in my 
t poll was especially well “protected” 
ainst rats, with sixteen cats. A check 
‘farms throughout a single 640-acre 
stion turned up 43 known cats, or a 
le better than one cat to every 16 
res. By watching cats in fields, and 
idying cat tracks in the snow, I estab- 
hed a conservative estimate that any 
gle cat would cover a circle around 
home the radius of which would be 
wards of a half-mile. Thus, in this 
om section which I had excellent 
‘tunity to observe closely, there was 


- not a single bit of swale, fence corner, 


woodlot, or field not regularly hunted 
by resident cats. ; 

Tracks alone, of course, prove nothing. 
But tracks and feathers together cer- 
tainly do. You may find it difficult to 
believe, but I have actually seen an 
ordinary three-pound farm cat stalk and 
seize a full-grown cock pheasant, and 
kill it with swift slashes at the neck. And 
that’s not all. An especially active old 
cat at my parents’ farm brought her 
kittens during one nesting season twenty 
pheasants which we know of! How-many 
more she had killed here and there is 
anybody’s guess. Most of these were 
young or half-grown birds, a few were 
full-grown hens unquestionably caught 
while incubating. 


[= KILLING of pheasants, and rabbits 
too, was certainly not confined to our 
cats alone. Our neighbors told me of 
game brought home by their cats, of 
birds and rabbits found partly eaten in 
their fields, of cats actually caught in the 
act of killing. 

Now let your imagination run over the 
whole nation. How many cats do you 
think we have in the country? No one 
knows, You can get statistics from vari- 
ous organizations, but these mean little, 
for cats are prolific, and not all cats are 
“tame” housecats. Reliable estimates 
from conservation authorities claim that 
some states have as many as three mil- 
lion stray cats roaming woods, fields, 
and alleys! 


While grouse hunting in the wilder- 


“ness of Upper Michigan I have seen cats 


many miles from human habitations. I 
have seen their tracks winding around 
through woods where few humans ever 
set foot. These cats are actually wild, 
just.as much so as any bobcat or fox. 
Among them, of course, there are differ- 
ent degrees of wildness, but don’t think 
the average housecat will starve to death 


‘when left to its own devices in the wild- 


erness, “It’s a poor cat that can’t find its 
own living” is an old and true saying. 

A farmer friend of mine, near my 
Michigan home, told me recently how 
he fed a covey of quail which used to 
come up into his orchard one winter. 
Quail are off the game list in Michigan 
and have been for years, For that reason 
especially, my friend doted on his little 
covey of twelve, Every day he took grain 
out to a brush pile in his orchard, Soon 
the quail began feeding there. Soon, too, 
he noticed that the covey was slowly 
diminishing. 

He found the answer one day when 
he trailed his pet cat to the brush pile 
and saw her pounce on the last of the 
covey as it came to feed, Unwittingly, 
he had baited the quail to a spot where 
his cat could lie in wait and system- 
atically wipe out the covey. I have no 
doubt the last morsel of food that cat 
ever tasted was that final quail. I have

HE WHITE MAN brought the

defenseless game. Some cats are ex- 
cellent mousers, but their value as 
rodent exterminators is outweighed 
many times by their slaughter of 
valuable birds and small animals. 

The “domestic” cat is the most 
destructive four-footed predator in 
North America, and probably the 
most abundant. The crow, although 
much maligned, isn’t eyen in the 
running as an agent of destruction. 
The cat should be shot on sight 
whenever it is found roaming the 
woods and fields away from the 
premises of its owner, if it has one. 

Those who own cats and feel af- 
fection for them have never ac- 
cepted their responsibility either for 
the protection of their pets or for 
the damage they do. Every sane pro- 
posal to license cats as dogs are 
licensed is greeted by a yowl of in- 
dignation from the cat lovers, yet 
dog owners license their pets with- 
out protest and even with approyal, 
since the law gives the dog itself a 
measure of protection. 

But then, a dog is a dog, of all 
animals most capable of under- 
standing and returning affection full 
measure heaped up and running 
over even unto death. If any eat 
ever raised a paw or risked the 
singeing of a whisker to rescue its 
human friends from danger by fire 
or flood I have yet to hear of it. 
There are innumerable instances of 
canine courage and devotion equal- 
ing the noblest deeds of noble men. 
Dogs have died of grief on the 
graves of their masters, but if ever 
a dead cat has been found on its 
owner’s grave, someone put it there 
as a testimonial tribute to the dear 
departed.

An American angler hits the jackpot with a 


day on one of England’s famous chathk streams

Bue sus rolled slowly between ro} 
of towering elms, their branches 
high they spread awnings of shade 
the macadam road ahead of us. Throu 
the trees I caught brief glimpses of @ 
river, green in its reflection and movin 

The river was the Test, Englan¢ 
greatest chalk stream. Just a mere trick 
in the small village of Whitchurch 
Hampshire County, southern Englan 
the Test flows for nearly a hund 
miles through smal] rural villages 
peaceful pastures, finally turning 
when it enters the Channel waters 
Southampton. 

The bus slowed as it approach 
Leckford, home of the famous Leckfor 
Fishing Club. I had obtained perm 
sion to fish the river because I was 
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American soldier. And this was the first 
day I could get away. 

The bus stopped at Leckford’s one 
pub, and I stepped out. The village 
streets lay empty, so I set forth on my 
own, looking for a house of red bricks 
and thatched roof where Mr. Bains, the 
Club’s riverkeeper, lived. I found it on 
the main street, and banged on the brass 
knocker of his door. 

A face peered for a moment from a 
window above me, and a moment later 
the door swung open. If this, I thought, 
is the riverkeeper, he looks the part, with 
his leather-buttoned tweed coat and his 
tweed trousers tucked into solid English 
leather boots. 

“Hullo,” he said. “What can I do for 
your” 

“Tm looking for Mr. Bains. The club 
secretary sent me.” 

_He studied me a moment, then swung 
the door wide open. “Come in,” he said, 
with a friendly smile. “I guess you want 
to catch some of our English trout, eh? 
Well, they're rising well enough—May- 
flies hatching now, y know. Here, let me 
see your rod.” 

I felt pretty proud of that rod. It was 
made in Redditch and P’'d bought it in 


London for the American equivalent of 


i 


forty dollars. I took it from its case and 
set it for him. 

“Tt’s a good rod,” he said, squinting 
along its length. “But an eight-footer’s a 
bit light for the Test. We have strong 
winds in the valley, y know. Wouldn't 
you like to use one of my longer rods?” 

I shook my head. 

“Well, then, it may do. Possibly you 
Americans can handle light rods better 
than we can. But you'll need a reel and 
some flies, I see. And a net. Here, I'll 
get them for you.” 

He left the room and returned almost 
immediately with his hands full. Drop- 
ping the load on a table, he picked up a 
fly reel_-and handed it to me. “You've 
seen these in America, no doubt? It’s a 
Hardy; I’ve heard lots of your chaps use 
them. The line is tapered, and there’s 
plenty of linen backing. The Test holds 
some large trout, y know.” 

Yes, I told him, I'd heard. Judging by 
the size of the collapsible net, P'd guess 
the trout of the Test must run about the 
size of a musky. But I held my tongue. 

He sorted over the rest of the gear. 
“Flies, traces—you chaps call them lead- 
ers, I've heard—dry fly oil . . . I guess 
you’ ve all you'll Bed. Cone with me 
now.’ 


You fish the Test from shore, and cast only to rising trout 
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He stuffed the coiled leader in his 
mouth to soak and led me down a path 
toward the river. 

“We fish different from you Ameri- 

cans,” he said, his words mumbling 
Sround the legder. “We wait for a fish to 
show, and then stalk as close to him as 
we can get before putting a fly over him. 
I've watched other Americans fishing 
here when the trout weren’t rising. They 
cast here and there and everywhere, up- 
stream, downstream and across, but they 
seldom raise a fish that isn’t showing. 
You'll find it won’t pay to get your line 
wet until you see a trout.” 

He stopped and pointed to a widen- 
ing in the river, above a small wooden 
bridge. “Tl start you here on Beat 
Eight,” he told me. “You can fish up- 
stream until you come to a sign with 
number 9 on it. Stop there, because Nine 
is being fished today. But you'll find 
plenty of fish here. Some big ones have 
come from the pool above the bridge.” 

We crossed the bridge and sat on a 
rustic wooden bench close by the river’s 
edge. This was my first chance to study 
the stream from close range. The water 
ran clear, but with a slightly milky cast 
to it. The bottom was pebbly, with no 
larger boulders, and weeds grew every- 
where—long weeds that waved in the 
current like long hair in the wind. This 
was like nothing I had seen back home, 
but it looked good just the same. 

I asked Bains about wet fly and 
nymph fishing. 

Tee of our anglers use only the dry 

” he told me. And the w ay he said it 
ae me think that perhaps I had better 
not pursue the subject further. 

“What about boots?” I asked. 

He pointed to the well-defined paths 
on both banks of the stream. “We don’t 
wade the Test,” he said. “It’s shallow 
enough in places, but wading puts the 
fish dowd in this clear water. Youll not 
need to get your feet wet.” 


put my rod together and strung the 
line. Bains attached the saliva-soaked 
leader and handed me a small round tin 
of grease. While he pulled the line off 
the reel, I dressed it. Then I tied on a

The Madison Plan 


How one Connecticut town converted its kid 


peachers into the finest type of sportsmen 


N. QUESTION about it: with the Con- 


necticut shooting season only a few days 
old, pheasants were scarce. And the 
members of the Madison Rod and Gun 
Club felt pretty bitter about it. 

“LI blame the kids,” one member said. 
“They ve been out since August with 
air rifles and twenty-twos, shooting the 
birds on the ground. I’ve seen ’em do it. 
That's where the pheasants have gone.” 

Several other members turned to nod 
agreement, but President Charlie Letson 
cut in fast. 

“Sure the kids are plinking them,” he 
said. “You probably plinked ’em yourself 
at that age. If we were smart we'd give 
them a range to do their plinking in eel 
then they d probably leave the birds 
alone.” 

“That's right!” said I. “Tts up to us 
to turn those young poachers into sports- 
men. I think we ought to do something 
about it right now!” 


The next few minutes escape me com- 
pletely. There was a blinding flash, a 
roar which echoed for long minutes— 
and when the cigar smoke had blown 
away, there was I, appointed to head up 
a committee. 

Our first job was to find a site for an 
indoor range that was safe, handy to the 
center of iowa and that could be fitted 
out quickly and at a small expense to the 
club.

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The hunting season was still in full 
swing, so we went to work on the young 
plinkers first. It was not at all uncommon 
that month to see seasoned old hunters— 
fellows who usually hunted alone—with 
a couple of gangling kids in tow. It 
meant a lot to these youngsters to see a 
good dog come on point and then to 
get their first good clean shot at a bird. 

Result—more members of the junior 
club. 

First thing we knew, some of the kids 
were picking up the old war cry about 
the lack of birds. Now the shoe was on 
the other foot. But the kids did what 
we couldn’t do. They knew who the 
offenders were, so they organized their 
own patrol squad whose duties were to 
see that indiscriminate plinking came 


to an immediate end. And they got re- 
sults. 

Then; one day, I got the word that 
the state was going to liberate a few 
more birds. I hopped into the car and 
dashed over to Larry Theis’s housé to 
see if game wardens ever used outside 
help in their work. 

“Help? Lord, yes!” said Larry. “You 
send ‘em around and I'll give ’em a job. 
They can go with me to get the birds, 
help band them and release them, I have 
several feeding stations, too, that I'll be 
setting up as soon as the season is over. 
They can take over the management of 
some of them if they want to. I'll supply 
the grain and supervise things.” 

We had a very enthusiastic, hard 
working gang on hand for the stocking

operation. We selected a committee of 
volunteers for the feeding station jobs, 
one boy in charge of getting together a 
crew for each of the widely scattered 
stations. Those kids were out there in 
all kinds of weather, taking care of 
“their” birds, all through the winter 
months. 

In the middle of December we posted 


‘a notice on the school bulletin boards 


that classes in fly tying would be offered 
to those interested, starting immediately 
after the Christmas recess. Thirty-five 
youngsters signed up. More than half of 
them stuck to it and finished the course. 

We spent the first week on knots and 
the whip finish. Then, in rotation, we 
took up bucktails, nymphs, wet flies, dry 
flies and a week of review. The final 
class was devoted to a discussion of fly 
fishing technique and a darned good 
movie showing some real fly fishing for 
salmon in New Brunswick. 

Throughout the course, I lugged my 
entire sports library around with me, 
loaning books right and left. Every book 
I own is now well dog-eared, but each 
has earned its salt many times over. The 
boys were so anxious to read fishing and 
hunting lore that I went to the public 
library and put over the idea of setting 
up a sportsmen’s bookshelf in the front 
lobby. It worked wonders. Most of those 
books immediately went on the waiting 
list. All of them worked overtime. } 


Ve toward the end of the fly tying 
classes, the scout master came to me 
with the story that the local troop was 
going to put up a booth featuring the 
Angling Merit Badge in the New Haven 
County Jamboree. Several of his boys 
were in my class and could handle the 
fly tying part of it with ease. He won- 
dered if I could whip some of them into 
shape on rod repairing. 

Sure I could! I didn’t know much 
about the subject myself, but Bill Buell, 
one of our local policemen, did. I had 
no trouble signing up Bill for the job. 
And I attended every class myself—this 
time, as a pupil. 

At the Jamboree, our boys had what 
turned out to be one of the hit booths of 
the show. I was pleased, of course, but I 
was even happier and somewhat amazed 
to see how well they retained the know]- 
edge they gained in Bill’s classes. Three 
months after the rod repair classes were 
all over, the troop committee asked me 
to” take six of the kids through their 
Angling Merit Badge tests. Then, with- 
out a bit of review, all six of them sat 
there and answered every question I 
fired at them on the subject of rod re- 
pair and tackle tinkering. 

The youngsters formed their own fish 
management committee and we gave 
them their own brook and pond to care 
for. We, of course, placed the actual 
orders for fish, but pretty much accord- 
ing to the recommendations of the junior

PLY hOw

HEN IT comes to fly fishing for bass 
W: dozen different tackle shops may 
suggest a dozen different outfits 
that vary w widely; a dozen different ang- 
lers will have almost as many diferent 
ideas on methods and lures. Obviously, 
there are a lot of ways to take bass on a 
fly rod and no particular type of rod or 
-reel is essential to success. Still, there is 
a basic pattern to the fishing, a pattern 
which, once learned, will guarantee fair- 
ly consistent catches. Let’s start with the 
basic essential, you, the fisherman. The 
rest can come later. 
To catch bass you must get within 
range of them. It is my belief that how 
you get there is far more important than 
the tackle or lure used. On these pages 
in the past I’ve stressed the importance 
of the approach, whether by wading or 
by boat or canoe. I do not believe that 
the fishing approach receives enough 
emphasis and this is particularly true in 


Fly rod fishing for bass is gaining i 


popularity. Here’s the way t 


the case of using the fly rod for bass. 
Casts for bass are not often long ones for 
too few anglers can cast a long line ac: 
curately when a heavy fly rod lure or 
bass bug graces the leader point. My 
guess is that casts average 25 to 30 feet 
from the edge of the boat or the oartip. 
It isn’t hard to figure out that if the 
oarsman or the caster frightens half the 
fish within range of his lure he has only 
half the chance of catching fish that the 
completely careful angler does, assum- 
ing that in other respects both are 
equally skillful. Bass sometimes do very 
foolish things but they're not so dumb 
but that they connect the approach of 
the boat with the appearance of the lure 
after they ve been hooked a time or two 
and once they’ve escaped they'll remem- 
ber the experience for a long time. The 
big ones are pretty smart-and a careful 
approach is vital to consistent success.

How quietly the boat must moy 
varies with conditions. Smooth wat 
and still air call for the utmost in stealth: 
When the water is ruffled by the wind 
slight ripples from the boat’s movemen! 
will be lost quickly in the wind’s waves 
but heavy waves from the boat will sti 
give the alarm. Waves radiating from 
boat warn the bass that something un 
usual is in the area. It is only with ve 
rough water that the angler need no 
be particularly careful. In order to cateh 
fish then he'll do best to let his lure 
travel fairly deep, and the surface com 
motion, under the circumstances, has 
less importance and is dissipated in 4 
shorter time. 

Last fall I had the pleasure of fishing 
with Jim Gasque, author of Bass Fishing 
and Hunting and Fishing in the Great 
Smokies. Jim does as sweet a job of bass 
fishing as anyone I know. He’s particu- 
larly careful about his approach and 


The cautious approach is very important in fishing for bass with the long rod 
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se a paddle to propel the boat, never 


oars. The paddle need never be lifted 
from the water, just moved in an oval 


drive which, by. changing the angle of|, 


the blade, pushes the boat forward with- 
out any ripple or splash. Using a paddle 
from the stern seat of a boat is not as 
easy as rowing by a long shot but it is 
definitely quieter and, I'm absolutely 
certain, will result in better catches for 
all but the longest casters. So paddle 
for perfection in approach and if -you 
can't handle a paddle then handle the 
oars as if they'd been hollowed out and 
filled with nitro-glycerine. 

The fly rod for bass should be rugged. 
It must handle a heavy line and a bulky 
lure. The angler who limits himself to 
light lures only is missing half the fun 
and cutting down his catch consider- 
ably. Lines should be torpedo type, 
level or tapered only for a short dis- 
tance at the forward end. They should 
be heavier proportionately than those 
used on trout rods in order to send out 
the heavy bass lures on a short line. The 
reel is a matter of choice but for most 
bass fishing my choice would be an 
automatic. It’s handy for taking up slack 
coils of line quickly and the weight is 
often a blessing rather than a hindrance. 
A stiff rod needs some weight on the 
reel seat to achieve good balance. A 
nine-foot rod is my idea of perfection. 
More than that isn’t needed and less 
than that seems to make handling of 
lures a little more difficult. Six-foot 
leaders of six-pound test are adequate 
with normal bugs or lures: small flies 
may require leaders twice that long and 
tapering down to a breaking strain of 
half that much. 


J 1M Gasque’s favorite lure is a spinner 
and tandem hooked streamer made 
up of bucktail and bear hair. The hooks 
are about size one, separated by three 
‘inches of ten-pound test nylon. The 
streamer, overall, is about five and a half 
inches long. The spinner is a No. 3% or 
4, in gold, and this agrees with my own 
experience that the spinner and streamer 
is extremely deadly and that a big lure 
of this type will be attractive to all 
sizes of bass. This lure can be fished 
just beneath the surface or by using 
split shot it can be made to travel at a 
good depth. The best action develops 
when the spinners are revolving as slow- 
ly as possible, but with occasional darts 
of speed to vary the monotony of the 
steady retrieve. The longer I fish for 
bass the slower I like to have my lures 
work. The fish seem to be getting cagier 
as the years go by (and:the number of 
fishermen increases) and are less likely 
to rush out and wallop lures without 
first taking time for a quick inspection. 
If there isn’t time for that once-over 
they'll let the darn thing go. 
In fishing surface lures there should 
be no hurry; the bug need move very 
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ethod. common to that area, is to|.

little. It should be fished intensively and 
in using a floater less shoreline is covered 
in the same period of time than if a 
spinner and streamer or similar under- 
water lure is used. Bass cannot see too 
far through weeds or lily pads and casts 
in waters where the bass’s vision is re- 
stricted should be fairly close together. 
Where the water is open the casts may 
be from ten to twenty feet apart with- 
out depriving any bass in the area of a 
chance to hit your lure. For daytime 
fishing Td recommend the steeper 
shorelines or the shores or bars where 
vegetation provides cover for both bass 
and baitfish. For night fishing look for 
the shallow sloping shores where there’s 
a big area of water between two and ten 
feet deep, water that is largely free of 
surface weeds or snags so that it offers 
easy fishing when the visibility is little 
or nothing. 


Land Camera Ready 


yas a year ago, we mentioned in this 
department the then experimental 
camera invented by Dr. Edwin H. Land, 
President of Polaroid Corp. in Cam- 
bridge, Mass. This revolutionary camera 
produces a finished, permanent picture 
one minute after the shutter is snapped. 
Special film makes the picture sutomati- 
cally when it is moved forward for the 
next exposure. 

We have just received word from the 
company that the camera is now out of 
the laboratory stage and will be upon 
the dealers’ shelves not too long after 
you read this. 


To refresh your memory, here again ° 


are some of the salient features of this 
new deal in photography. The camera is 
loaded by a new drop-in process, noth- 
ing to thread or wind. The film consists 
of a double roll, one part negative, the 
other a contact paper. Concealed in the 
paper are tiny sealed pods, one for each 
of the eight pictures on the roll, which 
contain a few drops of jellied chemical 
reagent. 

When the tab is pulled out of the 
camera, film and paper pass between two 
small steel rollers which release the jelly 
and spread it between the two. sheets to 
form a layer 1/10,000 of an inch thick. 
The jelly develops the negative and, si- 
multaneously, the positive picture. It 
takes a minute to finish and there you 
are. 

The camera is simple to operate hav- 


‘ing one adjustment for both shutter 


speed and lens opening. View finder, 
flash bulb contacts, tripod sockets and 
exposure meter bracket are built in. 

Such a camera as this has far-reaching 
implications in the technical, industrial 
and recreational fields. It should be of 
great value to sportsmen-photographers 
in taking wildlife or hunting and fishing 
pictures. 

The new camera will sell for $89.75, 
tax included. 


Fe THOsE who are troubled witl 
twisting of the line when trolling it’s 
a trolling fin or keel sinker that’s needed. 
A swivel in itself won't stop the twist 
ing of the line. What’s needed is some 
thing to stabilize the line and let the 
swivel come behind it. The keel sinker 
is usually heart shaped and grooved so 
that it clamps onto the line along its” 
centerline. They come in various 
weights and can be clamped on the line 
or removed at will. Other types of keel 
sinkers may be attached in other ways 
but all of them are resistant to spin- 
ning. A swivel placed right behind o 
will let your lure spin freely but wi 
not kink the line. 

If you want to keep your line from 
kinking yet don’t want to use a sinker 
use an aluminum fin. Such a fin is cut 
in the same general shape with a ring 
at the head and tail, as illustrated, and 
will keep your line from twisting but 
will be so light that it will have almost 
no effect on the depth at which your 
lure will travel.

from Henry M. Nagel, Box 125, 
Boulder, Colorado. He can also give 
you the name and address of someone 
in your section who can do an excel- 
lent job of attaching the felt pads to 
the soles and heels of your boots or 
waders, Felt has been hard to get, and 
it occurs to me that the above informa- 
tion may be helpful to some of our 
readers. Felt soles can be cemented on 
at home, using rubber cement in two 
coats, applied to the clean felt and 
the clean sole surface from which all 
the old felt has been removed. Each 
coat should be allowed to dry for 127 
howrs before applying the second coat 
or pressing them together. Felt has a 
advantage over hobnails which are 
about equally skid-proof in that it can 
be worn into the house for remoy 
without causing shrieks from the little 
woman, and that you can step on you 
fly line almost with impunity.

How to Tie Flies 


Mr. Wutrr: I am very much in- 
terested in learning how to tie flies, 
being an ardent fisherwoman.

Measuring Ferrules 


Mr. Wutrr: Can you tell me the 
method of measuring ferrules to deter- 
mine if they will fit a certain rod?—B. 
Rahl, Goldthwaite, Texas. 


Ferrules are measured by the out- 
side diameter of the male ferrule on the 
contracted portion next to the shoulder. 
This diameter should correspond to that 
of the bamboo that-is to be joined to- 
gether. Bamboo diameters are taken 
across from flat surface to opposing flat 
surface.—L.W. 


How to Fillet 


Mr. Wutrr: What are the proper 
steps in filleting a fishPp—W. E. Com- 
stock, Flushing, N. Y. 


If the fish is to be scaled or skinned 
that should be done first. Then, using 
a sharp and preferably long and flexible 
knife, cut in behind the head till the 
backbone is reached. Turn the blade and 
cut parallel to the fish's vertical bones 
alongside the backbone from head to 
tail. Turn the fish over and repeat the 
process. You have two fillets and the 
backbone and the vertical bones at- 
tached to it have been removed with 
very little waste of edible flesh—L.W.

and wished them luck for the eventful 
day to come. 

After Larry’s talk, we staged a con- 
test.

line out to reach the nearest dimple, I 
let go. The fly settled lightly, and in- 
stantly a fish rose with a splash. My fly 
disappeared in the shower and I struck. 
But the trout was gone. My heart pound- 
ed as I stripped in line. 

I false-cast again. The line hung in 
mid-air for a moment and fell. The cur- 
rent caught the fly and it started to float 


|high.- This time I was ready. When the 
'fly vanished, I set the hook, hard and 


‘fast, but too hard and fast. The line 


snapped back over my head and as it 


flew by I could see that the fly was gone. 


But I had felt the heavy pumping trout 


‘and I couldn’t help trembling a little. 
| With unsteady fingers I tied on another 


yellow drake. 

There were so many fish rising now it 
looked like rain on the water. I cast to 
the nearest dimple and the fly floated 
cockily over it. A fish rose slowly and I 
hesitated a split second before striking 
firmly. The little rod bent and out of the 
water came the trout, twisting and turn- 
ing like a fresh-run steelhead. He surg- 
ed steadily into the deeper water. I 
fumbled for my net and released it from 
my belt. The handle pulled out and fell 
into place. 

I played him out completely until he 
came in with his silver side showing, the 
red spots bright. I released tension on 
the line and he turned slowly down- 
stream and entered my string garage. 
Then, as I liked to do on my trout 
streams at home, I worked the fly free 
from his lip and lowered him gently into 
the water. He lay there a moment, suck- 
ing water through his gills, and then

middle of the wide pool. With enough swam slowly away through my finge: 


He was my first brown trout from 
English waters, and he was a good one, 
I guessed his weight at about a pound 
and a half. He probably wasn’t a large 
fish for the Test, but he was the largest: 
trout I ever caught in my life, and he 
left me feeling good. 

Leaving the big pool, I approached 
my next trout with a little more assur- 
ance. Insects still danced on the surface 
and trout continued to rise freely. While 
I watched, a large, barrel-shaped circle 
appeared close to the bank on which I 
stood.

js THE following hour I lost a half-dozen 
of Mr. Bains’ flies and I put down 
every fish I cast to. My big problem was 
drag. The water wasn’t too fast, but it 
had tricky currents. Underwater clumps 
of weeds split the flow here and there, 
making the water run fast in some spots 
and slow in others. Seldom could I man- 
age a float of more than a few inches 
before a quickening current caught the 
leader and dragged the fly over my fish. 

Even so, I rose a few trout, but I 
couldn’t stop myself from striking hard, 


up like a semaphore. Once, however, 
a fish rose while I-was watching a swal- 
low, and this time I struck more slowly 
and hooked a heavy fish. He had given 
my rod a good breaking-in by the time 
I coaxed him out of the weeds and into 
my waiting net.

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lybeen to some pains to determine 

how good a man must be with rifle, 
shotgun, pistol or revolver in order to 
qualify as “a good all-around shot.” The 
company put the question to a consider- 
able number of shooters of more than 
average experience, took the average for 
the lot and worked it out in percentages. 
Probably the Remington folks hadn’t the 
least expectation of doing much more 
than to stir up fresh interest in an old 
and highly controversial subject for no 
one who knows anything at all about 
shooting would attempt to establish by 
means of a percentage table the exact 
point at which a gunner ceased to be “a 
fairly good all-around shot” and became 
a certified “good all-around shot,” on 
both targets and game. 

Target shooting is one thing and a 
shooter's relative skill can be classified 
with reasonable success by the scores he 
makes on the rifle and pistol ranges and 
the skeet and trap grounds, for leaving

game shooting. How does your score compare? 


out the uncertainties of wind and 
weather which probably average up in 
the long run, the conditions are uniform 
and as fair a test for one man as they 
are for another, But game shooting, any 
kind of game shooting, is not a matter 
for qualitative analysis. 

The Remington figures, or the figures 
which Remington compiled, indicate 
that.the good all-around gunner should 
make an average of 97.5 percent at slow 
fire with a small bore rifle, and 81 per- 
cent slow fire with a handgun. The good 
all-around gunner is also expected to kill 
50 percent of the quail he shoots at, 35 
percent of the grouse, 70 percent of his 
pheasants and 50 percent of the wood- 
cock, 

I think the percentages on targets 
with rifle and pistol represent much bet- 
ter than average good marksmanship. To 
make better averages than this for a 
year or a season a gunner would need 
to spend much more time at his target 
shooting than most of us can spare. I 


would be inclined to rate him as an ex- 
cellent target shot even though he wins 
few important trophies. Every marks- 
man knows from experience that it is 
relatively much easier to raise his shot- 
gun average on clay targets from 80 per- 
cent to 92 percent than to raise it from 
92 to 96 percent and the same thing is 
true in rifle and pistol shooting. Those 
few hard-to-make top points or targets 
are the ones that take a man out of the 
“good” class and well into “expert” com- 
pany, which is better than he needs to 
be to qualify as a good all-around shot 
in my estimation at least. 

Be that as it may, the problem of grad- 
ing the field shot presents insurmount- 
able difficulties. There is no uniformity 
of ranges, angles and obstacles. We have — 
for example two men hunting side by 
side or miles apart and each man bags 
10 birds..One man uses 15 shells, the 
other uses 20 to make the same score.

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ing, which is the one generally used, the 
15 shells to 10 birds chap is out and out 
the better shot by far. Actually his friend 
in using 20 shells to bag his 10 birds may 
have demonstrated a much greater de- 
gree of skill in the handling of a shotgun 
and actually be a much better field shot. 
The No. 1 man may have had a lot of 
easy shots at ranges and angles that gave 
him no trouble or he may have passed up 
the hard shots and taken only the easy 
ones, while his partner accepted, as I 
think everyone should, every fair oppor- 
tunity presented whether in the brush 
or in the clear and at any angle that 
could be taken without danger of sprink- 
ling a man, dog or other domestic animal 
with the shot charge. A man who takes 
only the easy rises cannot be classified as 
a good all-around field shot. He is no 
more entitled to the honor than he would 
be to claim a similar rating at a skeet 
shoot if he refused the station 8 targets 
in every round, although he might do 
so and still make a higher score than 
other competitors.

The boys placed him advantageously 
when they could do so and gave him the 
shot.

no doubt, also, that many pheasant and ~ 


quail feeding stations built and serviced 
by sportsmen, but not kept free from 
brushy hideouts for predators, form 
veritable meat markets for hundreds of 
housecats throughout the country.’ 

You can say, of course, that foxes, 
bobcats, weasels and crows make great 
inroads upon our game birds, wherefore 
cats should not be so condemned. But 
this is illogical reasoning. There are two 
kinds of predators: wild and domestic. 
The wild ones may be termed “neces- 
sary” because we either can’t eliminate 
them, or we do not want to because of 
their usefulness to sport and industry. 
Certain domestic predators are also use- 
ful, but only up to the point where their 
damage offsets their usefulness. If you 
own a useful dog, and he begins chasing 
deer, you either have to chain him or 
kill him. But a practically useless, game- 
killing cat gets off without so much as a 
reprimand, 


i es go back to my finding of 43 do- 
mestic cats in a single section. If we 
add a conservative number of stray cats, 
we discover that in our populated areas 
we support.upwards of 2000 housecats 
to the county. That figure, obviously, 
will run more or less in direct proportion 
to population densities. However you 
figure it, it’s a lot of cats, 

Now consider the pheasants. We'll 
use the pheasant as our test bird be- 
cause farm-field birds such as pheasants 
and quail bear the greatest predator 


pressures. Backwoods birds such ast 
grouse are more or less out of the heavy 
housecats pressure range. In my section, 
which I believe to be an average one, 
we once had pheasants in abundance. In 
recent years, with increased hunting — 
pressure, and several unfavorable nest- 
ing seasons, our pheasants have declined 
seriously. Meanwhile, in years of small 
game abundance, our foxes made phe- 
nomenal increases. But as’ the small 
game became scarce, foxes also de- 
creased in numbers. These cycles have 
been repeatedly shown in reliable sur- 
veys, not the least of which is the rela- 
tionship traced over a century or more 
by the Hudson’s Bay Company in the 
relative abundance of lynxes and snow- 
shoe rabbits in the far north. And so, by 
adding or subtracting food values Nature 
automatically controls her predators. 
But what happens, now, with our ~ 
cats? As the pheasants, or rabbits, or 
quail decline, our cats have no worries. 
They just begin eating at home again. 
Our old cat which brought in twenty — 
pheasants in one summer might now 
kill only three. But those three pheasants 
are now conceivably more important 
than the twenty taken from our previous 
oversupply. We need those three birds. 
If our estimated 2000 cats-per-county 
each kill only three pheasants a season, 
we the hunters have lost 6000 actual 
birds and who-knows-how-many poten- 
tial birds. That’s several times the num- 
ber stocked each year in the county! 
Perhaps those lost birds are not the

he real point is that 
we eden’ need to Jose those extra birds. 
We have in our hands simple and prac- 
tical means of control. 

I do not believe I am inflating the im- 
portance of this issue. Time was when 
game, we thought, was just game. Today 
it-is an extremely valuable public prop- 
erty for which we pay hard, cold cash. 
If your dog runs free and kills a neigh- 
bor’s sheep, you must destroy the dog 
and pay for the sheep. Mature pheasants 
stocked in my section cost well over $2 
per bird. Every one killed by a cat takes 
money from the public, and thus the 
individual, purse. That estimated 6000 
birds killed by cats represents more than 
$12,000 worth of stocked birds, as well 
as the much larger amount which hunt- 
ers would have paid inthe course of 
taking them by the gun. They are far 
more valuable in dollars represented 
than are chickens, If your cat killed a 
neighbors chicken, don’t think you 
wouldn’t pay! In short, our national cat 
situation is thoughtless, unfair, “and 


stupid. 


Wm should we do about it? Should 
we invite the wrath of cat lovers by 
insisting that every cat be killed? No, of 
course not. Cats are a part of our civil- 
ization. Instead we should simply con- 
trol their numbers and force owners to 
be responsible for them, just as we do 
with dogs. The licensing of cats would 
be the biggest single aor in eliminat- 
ing the eailtione of them which are un- 
wanted and without homes. If, every 
time a litter of kittens was born, the- 
owner had to dig into his pocket to buy 
licenses for them, he’d soon alter his 
female to eliminate breeding entirely, 
or watch her closely, as dog owners do, 
during time of heat. 

That would be the first step. Next 
would come the elimination of un- 
licensed cats in game cover. There is no 
logic, certainly, in shooting a deer-chas- 
ing dog while a quail-killing cat goes 
free. Further, cat owners should be 
required to accept lawful responsibility 
for the whereabouts of their animals at 
all times, just as is the dog owner. And 
finally, since it is virtually impossible to 
train cats not to kill game, any cat not 
confined to its owner’s immediate prem- 
ises should be belled. It might be, of 
course, that a small number of belled 
cats would hang themselves by getting 
their collars caught in tree branches, 
After what I’ve en cats do to game 
birds, I wouldn’t grieve over the loss. 

It is possible, through sportsmen’s 
clubs and magazine publicity, to arouse 


enough interest in our cat problem to 


save several million quail, pheasants, 
and rabbits each year. Certainly present- 
day conservation could well use both!

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DOES YOUR MOTOK 
PP YOUR BOAT? 


By ELON JESSUP, BOATING EDITOR 


ANy outboarders still cling to the 

archaic theory that any sort of 

outboard motor will push almost 
any kind of small boat. In a sense, the 
theory is correct; you see strange mir- 
acles performed. The fallacy rests in the 
fact that only too often a certain motor 
and boat combination badly misbe- 
haves; either on the count of discomfort 
for all concerned, poor economy in 
operation or actual risk of capsizing and 
sometimes all three. Usually the demand 
for more speed is responsible, in itself 
a laudable enough ambition. But you 
won't necessarily get speed by buying 
more horsepower—not if you hang this 
added horsepower on the wrong kind of 
boat. In fact you’re more likely to get 
nowhere at all. 

They say that seeing is believing. 
Okay, here’s an eyewitness’ account of 
how several small boats actually per- 
formed in some of the demonstrations 
conducted last fall by the Outboard 
Boating Club of America on Lake Win- 
nebago at Oshkosh, a ean, 

In the first instance, a 2% hp. motor 
was placed on the transom of an average 
round-bottomed park rowboat. A boat 


of this type is built primarily for row-~ 


ing, not to be propelled by an outboard 
—and don’t overlook the purpose for 
which any boat has been built. The same 


goes for the canoe, built essentially to 
be paddled. The stern of such craft is 
narrow and cut away with very little 
water surface support, all of which 
makes for easier rowing. The rowboat 
used in this particular demonstration 
was the typical rental craft, the sort you 
are likely to hire for a day’s fishing. But 
suppose you've brought along an out- 
board motor because you can’t see much 
sense in sweating with oars. Will the 
motor satisfactorily push what we now 
recognize as a basically unsuitable type 
of boat? The OBC demonstrators proved 
that it depends largely upon the horse- 
power of SS motor. 

With a 2% hp. motor attached, one 
man gave the rowboat a run-around, 
The test indicated that on reasonably 
quiet water—although you'd hardly get 
far bucking a strong current—a motor 
of this low power could adequately pro- 
pel such a hull. And as much could be 
said for a motor of low horsepower in 
pushing a canoe, as has often enough 
been proved. The rowboat crept across 
the water at a leisurely speed of about 
5 mph. in excellent trim to the satisfac- 
tion of its skipper in operating a well- 
balanced boat. 

Then to prove he'd found the right 
amount of horsepower for that particu-

lar boat, he lifted the 2% hp. unit off the 
transom and put in its place a 5% hp. 
motor. With this extra 13 pounds of 
engine weight on its unsupported stern, 
the stern appreciably sank, After the 
motor was started, the stern proceeded 
to sink a whole lot more and also ob- 
viously dragged with the bow pointing 
to heaven. Despite the doubled power, 
the operator seemed not to be traveling 
any faster than when he'd opened up 
with the 2% hp. motor. And he wasn’t 
getting as comfortable a ride. In brief, — 
his effort to attain more speed got him 
nowhere. That is, it didn’t with the one- 
man ballasting of the boat as arranged 
thus far. 

Two subsequent demonstrations 
showed that even so, matters could be 
improved. He took on a_ passenger, 
seated him fairly well forward and 
found that the highly raised bow 
dropped to something approaching nor- 
mal and the boat crept along in respect- 
able trim. The operator then put the 
passenger ashore and demonstrated how 
even one man alone in the boat could 
improve the trim. He attached a long 
auxiliary tiller, something like a broom 
handle, to the steering handle and sat 
pretty well forward himself, Again the — 
boat rode in good trim, A boating friend 
later remarked to me that you could

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get much the same result by carrying 


a bag of sand as ballast and was sur- 


prised this wasn’t done more often. 
Despite the improved trim, you could 
clearly see that the limit of horsepower 
for this rowing type of boat had been 
reached, Although this type hull can 
never perform as well as-one specially 
designed to take an outboard, it can do 
a satisfactory job if you'll be conscien- 
tious in confining the horsepower to the 
lowest brackets. The same may be said 
of canoes. In both cases 5 and a fraction 
horsepower can be regarded as the ab- 


solute limit, while in many cases, half 


that amount or even less might suit the 
purpose better. : 


Bz there weren’t many rowboats in 
the OBC demonstrations. There were 
a considerably greater number of boats 
of about the same average size but of the 
distinctive designs we commonly know 
as outboards. This type boat is notice- 
ably wide of stern and the bottom tends 
to flatten out aft; a type in various forms 
that is usually V-bottom but even a 
round-bottom flattens at the stern. Get 
the idea? Hang more weight on a tran- 
som like that and the stern won’t sink 
as much and there will be less drag. 

The demonstrators hung on the tran- 
som of this type boat the same 2% hp. 
motor that had matched the rowboat 
quite nicely with one-man sitting in the 
stern. He: gave her a run. Obviously 
here was a hull that responded more 
naturally to an outboard motor but 
along with this you sensed that the boat 
wasn't entirely happy. The stem re- 
mained a bit too high while the bow 
tended to dip. You could also sense the 
trouble; this type boat could stand more 
horsepower. 

The demonstrator headed for shore, 
took off the small motor and put on a 5% 
hp. job. The boat immediately sprang 


into life, showed her own satisfaction 


by better trim, riding smoothly on an 
even keel at a top speed of maybe 9 
mph., permitting you the privilege of 
throttling down to as low as one mile 
per hour for trolling, a privilege that not 
all the higher powered outboards allow. 
Although no great shakes for speed, here 
was a good fishing and general utility

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rig. There are good reasons why an out- 


| board motor of about 5 hp. is probably - 


the most generally popular outboard on 
the market. It is a good all-round gen- 
eral utility figure. 

It is also a figure that can’t be ex- 
pected to produce more than 9 to 10 
mph., although it may appreciably help 
against a strong current or high wind. 
There are plenty of outboarders that ask 
for more speed, Now, the 5 hp. motor 
almost invariably remains a displace- 
ment affair, irrespective of the design of 
the hull. To attain real speed you have 
to take a boat out of the water and set 
it right up on the surface. That is what 
is called planing. Such a miracle would 
be an impossibility for a hull of the row- 
boat type but it is entirely possible with 
a hull of the wide stern outboard type 
—provided you have enough horse- 
power to do it and also provided there 
aren't too many people aboard. 

The demonstrators next proceeded to 
find out how much horsepower it would 
take to put an outboard boat on planing. 
To this end they experimented with two 
12-foot outboard boats of molded ply- 
wood and a 5, 7 and 16 hp. motor re- 
spectively. As for the 5 hp. motor with 
only one man aboard, it tried its best 
but just couldn’t make the grade. The 
difference between 5 and 7 hp. told the 
story, At 7 hp. with one man aboard the 
boat rose nicely to planing, thereby 
upping its normal displacement speed 
by perhaps 4 to 5 mph. 

For all of that, the third demonstra- 
tion disclosed a factor you could hardly 
afford to overlook. It made evident how 
extra weight aboard can offset the ad- 
vantage of extra horsepower. If the 7 
hp. motor with one man aboard could 
put a hull into planing, obviously a 16 
hp. motor could. That is, with only one 
man aboard, But what happened when 
they put three men in a boat powered 
by a 16 hp. motor? She steadfastly re- 
fused to plane. Although the passengers 
had a nice ride, she remained a dis- 
placement boat. Even so, that reserve 
power can come in handy when you 
buck a ‘tough tide, current or wind—but 
always with the important reservation 
that the hull to which the power is at- 
tached can take it. 


B way of summary, the boat really 
comes first, either the boat you al- 
ready possess or intend to buy. This 
should be capable of dealing in sea- 
worthy fashion with the special waters 
on which it is used, full consideration be- 
ing given to the expected load. Then 
comes the matter of an outboard motor 
that will suitably fit the boat, not for- 
getting such factors as safety, perform- 
ance, load and what you generally wish 
or need, In the case of rowboats, din- 
ghies, canoes and the auto-top boat, 5 
hp. or thereabouts will be the limit. In 
the case of outboard boats and also cer- 
tain runabouts hardly classed as out-

With certain hul 
els it can even range all the way from 5 
to unlimited power, However, a recom- 
mended range of about 5 to 20 hp, is 
more usual. I might finally remind you 
that the greater the amount of horse- 
power the heavier the motor becomes, 
the more it costs in the first place and 
the more it costs to operate. ; 


- Outboard Developments 


UTBOARDERS—or inboarders—with a 

flare for new gadgets should be 
intrigued -by the Arens foot thréttle.

‘after the fashion of a see-saw. Press 
down with your toe to hold the steady 
throttle you wish. Pressure with the 
heel reduces speed or slows the engine 
to idling. 


Aa release from Johnson Motors 
announces that the company is now 
in production of a new Model QD de- 
veloping 10 horsepower, a model which 
starts in neutral and shifts into forward 
or reverse gear. Nor is this the only fea- 
ture worthy of note. This model carries 
a separate fuel tank of five gallon ca- 
pacity which is joined to the motor by a 
12-foot flexible hose, giving a much 
wider cruising range. : 

‘Outboard motor insiders are also talk- 
ing over another like development which 
promises to become of considerable im- 
portance. Some time during the year 
there will be launched on the market 
a device known as the Kattu Outboard 
Motor Gear System.

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T SEEMS easier than heretofore to get 
_ + boat building plywood, as many a 
backyard small boat builder may be 
__ happy to hear. Like a few tips? 
Specify the waterproof grade. No 
___ other grade can stand the gaff. Standard 
a size panel runs 4 feet by 8 feet, although 
longer panels are available if scarcer; 
‘ 10, 12 and even 16 footers. Thickness 
can range from % to % inch. The thicker 
the material, the tougher you'll find it 
to work with. Usual small boat choice 
rests between % and % inch. For heavy 
service and rough water, the % inch is 
preferable, otherwise the % inch will do. 
Sometimes when an especially thick bot- 
tom is required, two layers of thinner 
stock are used, glued together; easier 
by far than handling a single thick 
layer. 

Amateur designers who think you can 
do anything with a panel of plywood 
are wrong. You can’t bend it to a com- 
pound curve. That’s why most round- 
bottom hull designs are impractical. 
You can use panel plywood to build al- 
most any flat-bottom boat and many 
Vee-bottom boats but lay off the round- 
bottoms. Safest way is to buy a set of 
working plans that have been drawn 
specifically for the use of plywood, of 
hulls that have been built, tried and 
proved. 

For working plywood, use a cross-cut 
saw, with plenty of set but not too 

-much, Work it at an angle of 45 degrees 
or less to the face of the sheet. Sawed 
__ edges can be smoothed with a sharp 
_, plane. Turn the blade at an angle. The 
weak feature of plywood is the edges. 
_ These shouldn’t be left exposed. When- 
ever possible, butt other members 
. against an exposed edge or use filler 
strips. Seams liberally coated with glue 
will take care of the rest.

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Outboard Motor Storage 


: eae 2) comes from Martin 

Motors on the subject of winter 
storage for outboards, The instructions 
would go as well for almost any make of 
outboard motor. We quote Martin in 
part: 

“Dry the motor thoroughly, remove 
the spark plugs and pour two table- 
spoons of lubricating oil into each cylin- 
der and then revolve the flywheel 
evenly to distribute this lubricant over 
the pistons and cylinder walls. Replace 
the plugs, pack the gearcase housing 
with grease and wipe the entire motor 
with an oily rag, being sure to cover all 
joints and crevices. You can cover the 
motor with a heavy canyas or heavy 
paper as this will keep out any dust or 
dirt. 

“Store the motor in a warm, dry place 


~ to avoid possibility of any remaining 


pockets of water freezing. When you 
store the motor, be sure to keep it in ar 
upright position.” 

That about does it. Note in the final 
paragraph the reason for a warm place. 
This can’t apply very well to summer 
cottages or boathouse storage. Take spe- 
cial pains to get rid of the water. But 
wherever you. store, there’s no doubt 
that the space should be “dry.” Follow 
instructions carefully and winter storage 
won't harm your outboard motor in the 
least. 


Semi-finished Hulls 


Ake won't be everybody’s meat, but if 
you're interested in a high speed 24- 
foot inboard cruiser and wish to save 
some money, you might read on, A 
Miami, Florida, builder of first-class 
reputation has sprung a new idea. A 24- 
foot open hull is delivered to you com- 
pletely planked with shaft and rudder 
holes bored. You finish off the hull your- 
self with whatever type of topsides pre- 
ferred—raised deck or trunk cabin—and 
install the engine of your choice. As the 
really intricate part of building a boat 
is the hull, a man handy with tools 
ought to find the rest fairly clear sailing. 

Side construction of the hull is seam 
batten with %-inch white cedar plank- 
ing, the rest being juniper, both of 
which are satisfactorily tough woods. 
Bottom and transom are double planked. 
The builder claims his method producés 
a high quality boat for considerably less 
money than would otherwise be possible 
for the same grade of materials and 
workmanship. 

His hull at the time this is written 
sells for $1185. A 6-cylinder 100 hp. 
Packard motor installation would run 
about $600 more and the underwater 
gear about $100 on top of that. What 
it costs to install your own topsides is 
hard to estimate. But if you're interested 


in a boat of this type and quality, it 


sounds worth looking into.

PRATNING FOR 
AMATEURS 


By HENRY P. DAVIS, KENNEL EDITOR 


The story of Dr. Nitehman and his 


champion pointer, Rotolactor, shows 


what amateur trainers ean accomplish 


own, but I can’t afford to send him 

to a professional trainer and I can’t 
train him myself.” This statement, so 
often made by many newcomers to field 
sports, simply will not stand up in the 
light of truth. 

That business about “I can’t train him 
myself” is, in most cases, just a plain lot 
of hooey or a rank admission that the 
speaker is not a normal person. This is 
not to say that any person can success- 
fully train a hunting dog, for there are 
those who are so nervous, highstrung 
and lacking in patience as to be unable 
to keep that balanced and even de- 
meanor so important in trying to teach 
any animal. Such pecele could hardly 
be expected to make a success of the 
teaching profession in which their pupils 
are humans and to whom thoughts and 
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I: LIKE to have a hunting dog of my 


instructions can be clearly transmitted 
by words. Yet any normal person who 
can control the fire of his temper under 
conditions which are, to say the least, 
exasperating can train his young hunt- 
ing dog to become a valuable asset to 
the gun, provided, of course, that the 
young dog is endowed with a normal 
amount of natural ability. And the vast 
majority of hunting dog owners do just 
that. : 

There are many of us, of course, who 
do not have the time to devote to the 
training of a hunting dog—or do not 
think we have, Yet a period of from 15 
to 30 minutes a day devoted to the edu- 
cation of the gun-dog prospect in the 
simple steps which bring him under his 
master’s control will do much to ease 
the task of making him into an able per- 
former when introduced to the gun 
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afield. Anybody can take that “much” 


time, in fact regular feeding periods can 
be utilized to good advantage in this 
regard. And much can be taught even 
in the confines of one’s living room or 
enclosed porch. 

The professional gun-dog trainer 
plays an important part in the scheme 
of things for many owners, in many in- 
stances mainly because they are proper- 
ly equipped in the matter of necessary 
training grounds and game resources. 
These individuals make such work a 
profession and through experience they 
naturally become more adept at the job 
than the rank amateur. But they are 
not endowed with any supernatural 
qualities or outstanding I. Q. ratings. 
They have simply learned through ex- 
perience to study each individual close- 
ly, learn as much about him in as short 
a time as: possible, and cut the training 
pattern to fit the cloth. They do not 
expect to get the job done overnight 
and know better than to dish out more 
work than the young dog can properly 
absorb. They realize that lessons learned 


slowly but thoroughly are retained - 


longer and require less . “refresher 
courses” than those crowded into the 
dog’s ofttimes forgetful brain. 

Tll admit that few amateurs can com- 
pete on an even basis with topflight pro- 
fessionals, but the main reason is lack 
of experience. 

The majority of our gun-dogs today 
are trained by amateurs. Comparatively 
few of them consistently turn in. the 
polished performance expected of a pro- 
fessionally-trained dog, but they do the 
job well and to the satisfaction of their 
owners, Occasionally one runs across an 
amateur who sets perfection as his mark, 
goes about his job with great seriousness 
and, in the course of time, his dogs re- 
ward him not only by the thrills i 
give him afield but by the prestige whic 
comes with laudable local reputation, I 
know a number of these sportsmen and 
they are all of the same stamp . . . stu- 
dents of gun-dog behavior, men who 


deeply appreciate and highly prize class. 


performance, and strivers for perfection 
in not only their training work but in 
everything they undertake. 

While almost any studious, careful 
and even-tempered amateur, really in- 
terested in his work, can develop a good 
young gun-dog prospect into an efficient 
shooting dog, it is in field trials that the 
amateur is under the greatest handicap. 
In this sport, perfection is sought, in all 
phases of gun-dog work. The handler 
must understand his dog fully in order 
to show him to the best advantage in 
the limited time allowed. Things happén 
fast in field trials and the professional 
learns to anticipate them and take im- 
mediate advantage of the breaks. I have 
seen professionals, on numerous occa- 
sions, turn what might have been a bad 
situation into a distinct advantage while 
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leasure to be one of the two Saudees 
named Rotolactor, the handsome 
wh nite and liver pointer belonging to Dr. 
‘Alvin H..Nitchman of Cranbury, N. J-, 
“the 1948 National Amateur Pheasant 
‘Champion. Dr. Nitchman is a busy 
y oung dentist who has been a gun-dog 
; ‘enthusiast all his life. He could well af- 
ford to send his gun-dogs to profes- 
sionals for training, but he prefers to 
train them himself. For several -reasons. 
Dr. Nitchman likes dogs, likes to work 
aa them, likes to watch them develop, 
and likes to have a closer understanding 
of and with his gun-dogs than he would 
have if some professional had been re- 
sponsible for their early training. He 
considers training his own bird dogs a 
fascinating as well as a healthy outdoor 
recreation. And he has a pair of sturdy 
young sons to whom he’d like to give 
the advantages of an outdoor life. 
HERE is an interesting story attached 
to the 1948 title holder. Mr. A. G. C. 
Sage, whose noted pointers have domi- 
“nated major circuit field trial competition 
for some years,'bred his fine producing 
bitch, Flying Girl, to Miss Claudia 
Phelps’ Homerun Harrigan. A hand- 
“some strong-bodied puppy from this 
mating was sent Miss Phelps as a stud 
fee, The next spring, when the puppy, 
which had been given the kennel name 
“Clyde,” after Clyde Morton, trainer in 
charge of the Sage color-bearers, was 
about a year old “he: was consigned to 
e Medford Hill Auction held annually 
connection with the spring trials of 
he English Setter Club of America. 
“Clyde's” handsome appearance re- 
flected his splendid- bloodlines and, 


long admiring the seeming uncanniness 
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. Nitchman deter- 
Minskier in. Much to 
his surprise he had little competition 
and the puppy was knocked down to 
him at the low price of $65. 

The next day it became apparent that 
several of those in attendance at the 
trials knew the puppy by name. When 
the new owner asked why the young 
dog had been discarded the answer 
was: “He won't do for field trials. He 
runs with a‘ dead tail.” Undaunted, the 
young dentist started getting acquainted 
with his new acquisition and it soon be- 
came apparent that he had good ma- 
terial with which to work. At nearby 
Plainsboro, N. J., a friend of Dr. Nitch- 
man, Mr. Henry Jeffers, had invented a 


mammoth revolving battery of milking 


machines which he called “The Roto- 
lactor.” Fifteen hundred cows are milked 
on this contraption daily. Many thou- 
sands of visitors annually see it in action. 
It is the only construction of its kind in 
the world. The name intrigued Dr. 
Nitchman and “Clyde” became “Roto- 
lactor.” 

The development of this young dog 
into the finished performer he is today 
was not an easy task, but difficult prob- 
lems interest the young dentist and long 
are the hours he put in on his charge. 
Many times well- -meaning friends ede 
vised him to discard the “dog, but Dr. 
Nitchman recognized the potentialities 
of greatness in him and couldn't resist 
the challenge. The rest is history. Roto- 
lactor has been a frequent winner on 
the eastern circuit and in the trials in 
the South. 

Last year he qualified for the finals 
in the famous Continental Champion- 
ship and ran a splendid two hour race. 
And last year he knocked on the door 
of the National Amateur. Pheasant 
Championship, only to be nosed out by 
the well known pointer bitch, Flak. His 
fine heat was acknowledged, however,

tensity and rigidity in every muscle.

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An Unusual Point

hunting, many sportsmen have ex- 
_ perienced the sight of unusual attitudes 
_ of dogs on point. I well remember years 
ago when my own pointer shooting dog, 
-Torpedo Joe, made four different points 
on four different covies of quail while 
crossing rail fences. All this in the course 
of one day’s hunt. All of his attitudes 
were sensational. On one of these points 
he seemed to literally be hanging in 
midair, with only two of his feet touch- 
ing the rail. And, of course, I didn’t have 
a camera along! Never did I catch him, 
or any. other of my dogs, in similar at- 
titudes while I had my camera in my 
pocket. That experience, however, lives 
_ in my memory as if it happened yester- 
_ day and I seldom go afield now without 
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breath, and raced to likely cover almost ~ 


Barnacre Frank was a pointer belong- 

ing to my friend, R. M. Carrier, Bates- 
ville, Miss. In practically every one of 
his points, and he was a bird-finder par 
excellence, Frank pointed with one of 
his HIND legs aloft. Another ‘shooting 
dog I owned was the setter, Barnacre 
Sam Rembert. On numerous occasions 
I have seen him hit his game so hard 
that he skidded into a fall, pointing on 
his side or back with all four feet in the 
air, 
. Mr. Harry Jersig, of San Antonio, 
Texas, was fortunate last season in that 
he had his camera along to put on last- 
ing film the very unusual attitude of his 
pointer bitch, Kate, in honoring the 
point of Bob, her hunting mate on that 
occasion. Bob is the property of John 
Rodgers, also of San Antonio. He pointed 
a covey in an orchard, and Kate, coming 
up, did not see him until she started to 
negotiate a barb-wire fence. Catching 
sight of him she froze into pointing, her 
hind feet on the lower wires. Neither 
dog moved until the birds were flushed 
and the shots fired. An unusual point of 
which Mr. Jersig may be justly proud. 
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Kate—‘wired” on point 


Data from Iowa 


p= the past pheasant hunting 
season, field agents of the Iowa 
Conservation Department interviewed 
4,341 hunters to determine how many 
used dogs to find dead and crippled 
birds. The worth of dogs in hunting 
was definitely proved when it was re- 
vealed that hunters using dogs lost only 
one bird for every nine knocked down. 
Hunters not using dogs lost one out of 
every four birds shot down, more than 
twice asmany for each bird brought to 
bag by dog-using hunters. 

Other interesting facts were revealed 
in the survey. Hunters using dogs on 
pheasants required two hours hunting 
for each bird bagged, while it took 
three hours to bring a bird to bag by 
hunters not using dogs. 

The check revealed the Labrador as 
the most popular dog in use in Iowa, 
with the springer spaniel running sec- 
ond in numbers, the cocker spaniel 
third, the pointer and Chesapeake tied 
for fourth and the setter fifth. -
